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An Appreciation. 


The recent exhibition of pictures st 


Mr. Lytton Bnebler's studio was 
noticed in this paper last week. We 
trust tbat) the impression of these 
paintings is still fresh enough for 
special reference now; and that tbe 
lapse of time between tbe exhibition 
and this appreciation is abort enough 
to still keep within tbe bounds of pro- 
priety an estimate of Mr. Buehler's 
work. 


An exhibition of eighteen pictures 


by one artist is enough to show the 
character of his work. Tbat Mr. Bueh- 
ler Is not'given to one thing was per- 
fectly apparent in tbe variety of his 
subjects,- He is not uniformly happy, 
nor is be always even, but he Is a!« 
ways interesting, and bis work is al- 
ways marked by individuality. One 
may deplore I be absence of the con* 
veuttonvl manner if be is given to 
look for traditions in painting. Man- 
ner there is, emphatically—indeed 
something 
approaching 
style—but 


strange and exotic. It Is only fair to 
say that this strangeness disappears 
with increased familiarity. Yet never 
entirely; for this very downright aud 
frank way of putting forth tilings to 
our eyes in a new way is a constant 
challenge to our attention. Aslogu* 
lar directness characterises everything 
that comes from bis brush. Wo feel 
it ckpeciallT in tiie portraits; U M not 
absent in tbe lovely and charming 
"Venice" and even in lb« subject of 
••Nay the Thirtieth" it is not lew em- 
phatically present. And directness is 
something of consequence in these 
days when oue recalls either the 


•Bearing and varnishing or the dash 
aud flippancy of fully half the contri- 
butions to each Miaou's "Annual." 


Among the landscapes that "From 


Round Top" Is easily the best iu tech- 
nique. "Marcn" is an exquisite thiug 
of its kind, aud "Judas" has all the 
loveliness of color and atmosphere of 
spring. There is a reserve in "Shade 
Bush" almost to the point of seventy 
which detracts fruiu a picture that oue 
might wish were more spontaneous 
If it were possible to transfer a little 
of that spirit to "October" aud "A 
Hill Top," these otherwise interesting 
pictures might be more grateful. 


One reads a meaning mto "Venice" 


and "May the Thirtieth" that places 
both these paintings quite iu the 
genre. These surely show the artist 
at bis best. 


Among tbe portraits that of Major 


Richardson must take first place. It 
carries better than that of his Father 
even though he is uot so happy in all 
points in the former as he was in the 
latter. The pot trait of Mrs. Keith is a 
splendid example of reserve and re- 
markable for its unity and simplicity. 


An exhibition such as this is of no 


m«an importance In a town of our 
size. The appreciation accorded the 
artist and his work by the large uum 
her of persons who attended the exhi- 
bition is a splendid commentary on 
tbe art-sense of this community. 


May we not hope for more frequent 


exhibitions of Mr. Buenler's work aud 
for a more general understanding of 
his art which has surely passed from 
the state of

Granville, as president of Gettysburg 
College, is the right man in the right 
place. He has not only made good as 
the executive head of the institution 
in having Lhe student body iu enthusi- 
astic harmony with the administration 
:>xit he has also united and harmonized 
all influences for the good of the instl- 
tu'ion. He has not only done all this 
but is making good, in fact has made 
good from the financial point of view, 
giving brightest promises of a future 
in which he will make, good in larger 
measure in the building of the Greater 
Gettysburg. 


Dr. Granville within twelve months 


has secured mere financial help than

Civil Engineering fl6,000 was added 
to the college assets. By commence 
ment ?30,OoO was in sight. Then came 
the offer of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion of $50,000 if $150,000 was raised. 
By opening of college f 5,000 more was 
added to previous donations.

encouragement was given last week 
when 925,000 more was added, making 
a grand total of $110,000 in sight in 
the first year of Dr. Granville's admin- 
istration 


This last gift of $25,00 to Gettys- 


burg College was from the wife and 
children of the late P. H. Glatfelterof 
Spring Grove, Pa., as a memorial to 
P H. ^.atfelter. 


Mr. Glatfelter was a trustee of the 


college for many years before his 
death and a very liberal supporter of 
the college, being the largest single 
contributer towards tne building of 
or magnificent Recitation Hall. 
He 


established the great paper mills at 
Spring Grove now known as the P. H. 
Glatfelter Paper Company and was 
the moving spirit in several other 
highlv successful business enterprises, 
notable among which is the York Man- 
ufacturing Co., of York, Pa., known 
all over the country for their refriger- 
ating machinery. Mr. Glatfelter was 
not only a very highly successful busi- 
ness man, he was deeply interested in 
religious, educational and social ques- 
tions. Being a philanthropist of the 
highest type he gave liberally both of 
his time and money to a wide range of 
benevolent objects. 


The campaign of Dr. Granville for 


money for Gettysburg College can 
scarcely be said to have been started. 
Plans have been made, friends have 
been sought, but the active and thor- 
ough canvas for money remains yet to 
be done and with the fine beginning 
already made the campaign will be 
conducted with high hopes and pros- 
pects.

Murder by an Insane Man. 


G. Cuthbert Williams of York, son of 


Smyser Williams, a prominent attor- 
ney of York, and a grandson of the 
late Edward Hersh of York, a native 
of this county, was shot and killed by 
Nathan C. Butterfield at St. Johnsburg, 
Vt. The murderer is believed to have 
been unbalanced mentally at the time. 


Both men worked at the United 


States fish hatchery where Butterfield 
was foreman and Williams a culturlst. 
Following the death of Butterfield's 
21-year old daughter at Milford last 
month, it was noticed that Butterfield 
was morose and quick of temper. 
Just before noon today Butterfield 


went to the hatchery and found Wil 
Hams at work alone In the stable. In- 
vestigation afterward showed no signs 
of any struggle, and as all of the four 
bullets found in Williams' body had 
entered from behind, it is supposed 
Butterfleld ''hot his victim before the 
hitter knew of his presence. Butter- 
Held then apparently placed the revol 
ver in his own mouth and fired, the 
bullet going through ais head. 


Williams is survived by wile and two 


young children living in York.

was to run was prosecuted vigorously 
and with a fair degree of success. Af- 
ter this rights- ot way were secured 
over practical!;, all of the 20-mile 
loute \vhirh the road was to traveise;

chtster and iiatupbtead, besides a con- 
siderable numbei

corporation is in the process of re- 
organization, all of the former direc- 
tors having placed their resignations 
in the hands of the new interests of 
the company, though it is expected 
that several of them will become di- 
rectors of the new corporation.

The result of an electiou in a Demo- 


eraiic.county by which the offices were 
divided wiib the Keimblicaiis was oot 
to berespected from a Democratic point 
of view- but sometimes such is the for- 
tune of politics. There are, however, 
»,number of points of view, each with 
their own explanation. 


The Democrats lost more heavily by 


the stay at-home voter tliaii the Re- 
publicans. 
In the presidential cam- 


paign of 190$ there were 3982 votes 
far Bryan and 3624 Tor Taft. making a 
twal of 7606 votes cast. At the pres- 
ent election, the greater number of 
•«>te3 were polled for sheriff, a total of 
6864 but that was 760 short of the total 
vote of 1908. 'me largest Democratic 
total for any candidate was over 3400, 
mpre ihan 500 short of the Bryan vote, 
*i^e several Republican candidates 
received well over 3200 votes showing 
»ore than 300 stay-at-homes. .The 
toss of the stay-at-homes to the Demo- 
crats was between H'O :ind 200 votes. 
-The Democrats lost in the cutting. 


Afanv ballots are said to have had few 
marks on, simply for those the ticket 
was cut for. If the balance of these 
tfc!:ets had been voted for Democratic 
candidates instead of allowed to go 
Wank the result would have been dif- 
ferent in several instances. 


Tiie shortness of the campaign was 


to tiie advantage of the Republican 
ticket as against the Democratic. There 
was izo contest for the offices at the 
ygraittries among the Republicans, the 
organization 
saving that party the 


trouble. Almost every office was in- 
volved In a contest UT the Democratic 
primaries, and the shortness of time 
between primary- and the election gave 
no opportunity for the healing of pri- 
mary wounds. 


Then the most disreputable methods 


were resorted to against the Democrat- 
ic 
ti-jket. 
Misrepresentations were 


made, falsehoods circulated and mat- 
ters dragged Into tbe campaign that do 
not belong ta polftics. Despicable lies 
were floated, one to the effect that 
within last three years the present 
Democratic Board of Commissioners 
nad increased tne rate of taxation. 
This was absolutely, raise, the rate was 
four mills wnen they came into office 
and was not increased and the asser-

Tfte Republicans have "jpen up against 
a; sped Democratic organization for 
years and it is singular that there 
were Democrats to listen to the Repub- 
lican talk, circulates for no other rea- 
son than to hurt the Democratic orga- 
nization and Democ:-a;ic success. 


There have been insistent rumors 
•I the improper use of money in several 
districts and it is -jelleved that this 
contributed to the result and to the 
disadvantage of Democrats.

age, was dedicated during the past 
•smrnmer. 


The rioffman Orphanage, when all 
ot the buildings have been completed, 
will ,be ..the:.<«Hpat; equipped institution 
of, tl^Kind ln>thbi section of Pennsyl- 
vania. The entire group of buildings 
will be erected at a cost which will 
probably exceed $80,000 aud a sum 
equally as great will likely be spent 
in eqaipping the structures and the 
surrounding grounds. The work is un- 
der the supervision of the Potomac 
Synod and is being finished as rapidly 
aa possible by means of contributions 
and donations. All of the churches 
and many individuate In the synod 
have contributed toward the project. 


The orphanage idea originated with 


George W. Hoffman and his wife, when 
some years ago they donated, as told, 
at the time in our columns, their two 
farms of 200 acres, together with $5,- 
(KK) to the synod. The iormer as a 
site, for an orphanage and the latter 
as a working basis Tor its improve- 
ment and up-keep.. 


Soon after the donation of the farm 


and the money, the synod took the 
first step toward building the orphan- 
age. Miller 1, Kast of Harrisburg, was 
employed as architect to nrepare plans 
for the institution. The colony idea 
was conceived by Mr. Kast and it met 
with the approval of Mrs. Hoffman, 
who is still living, and members of the 
synod as well. It is proposed to have 
10 buildings built in the form of an 
ellitnie. 
These structures stretching 


out either way from the administra- 
tion building, and facing toward an 
oval court, in which will be gardens, 
will each be the home of 25 or 30 or 
phans. Each cottage will be a home 
or orphanage in itself, but all will 
come under the supervision of the su- 
iwintendent, who will use the admin- 
istration building as his headquarters. 
In each building there will be a mas- 
ter or matron, as the case may be, and 
in this way the home life and family 
idea will be preserved. 
It is intended 


to have the orphans live there in their 
own colony or village but each to have 
his-or her home separately. 


The first of the cottages has been 


built and Is now being tenanted by la 
boys and girls, under the direction of 
the Rev. J Stewait Hartman, who 
was chosen by the synod as superin- 
tendent of the institution. Other cot- 
tages will be added as they are requir 
ed. When the Helb building, or ad- 
ministration structure, is completed It 
will be occupied by the Rev. Mr. Hart- 
man and his family, and the other cot- 
tage will then be given into the charge 
of a master. Just as soon as the 
monev is obtained and other arrange- 
ments made, work will be started on 
the other cottages and they will be 
finfehed as rapidly as possible. 


It is the aim of the Hoffman Orphan- 


age to afford to orphan children those 
comforts and environments of home 
life which are otherwise missed by 
Mich children. Each cottage will look 
out upon a beautiful garden and each 
building will be but a few hundred 
feet from another of similar architec 
ture and design. When a child enters 
the institution, be it boy or girl, he 
will be assigned to one or the other of 
the buildings. 
There the child will 


«ome under the supervision of the per- 
son who Is in charge of that building. 
The boys will be required to attend 
school a part df each day and the re 
mainder of the time devoted to the 
learning of some useful trade. Agri- 
cultural pursuits will be encouraged 
and there will be ample opportunity 
for all of the boys to learn farming. "" 


The girls will be instructed in the 


.«rts of domestic science. They will 
be latight to cook sew and keep "house 
They will be shown how to care for a 
home just as they probably would wish 
*o do If the home were tneir own In 
thi* way the children will grow up 
handy and knowing in the things 
wnich in after life tliey will find most 
useful 
There will be ample time and 


opportunity for play. also.
